Frequently in local courts 
of the 
state the husband or wife given di­ 
vorce are prohibited from marry ing 
for two y ears under fienalty of having 
the decree set aside. 
According to the decision of Judge 
Remster, the Marion circuit court, or 
any other circuit court of Indiana, 
lias no power to punish for contempt 
those who obtain divorces and are 
prohibited from marry ing for a peri­ 
od of two y ears, if the order is not 
obey ed. 
In all eases where divorces 
are 
granted on notice to the defendant by 
publication the statutes require that 
the courts shall insert in the decree 
that the plaintiff shall remain unmar­ 
ried for a period <*f two y ears, dur­ 
ing which the defendant may have the 
decree set aside on proper showing of 
a good defense or fraud on the court. 
No penalty is provided for a failure 
to obey the order. 
The courts have 
inserted the prohibitory clause and 
many persons have been punished for 
contempt for failure to obey it,
